REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE—1943 
SIDNEY 


This year, twenty-six working days have been spent in 
your town carrying out the health program. This included 
regular home visits to expectant mothers, infants and pre- 


school children, and monthly Pediatric and Crippled Chil- 


dren Clinic Service for those needing the service. 

The school program has included visits to the schools, 
conferences with the teachers regarding problems, and fol- 
low up visits in the homes to discuss these different prob- 
lems with the parents. Under the same program was the 
audiometer tests for hearing which have been done this 
year. Follow up home visits to discuss corrective measures 
with the parents will be planned. Also, the tuberculin tests 
were done on those upper grade children whose parents 
gave written consent. It is gratifying to report no positive 
reactors. 

It is hoped that the Health Program may be better co- 
ordinated this year. Through the combined efforts of the 
interested townspeople, mothers, and your public health 
nurse, a Local Health Committee will be formed. This com- 
mittee would be invaluable in maintaining a widespread 
Health Program. ; 

Our aims this coming year should be directed toward the 
strengthening of our combined efforts so that every Amer- 
ican family will be conscious of health as a definite contri- 
bution to our continued happiness. Let us say, also, that 
maintaining a Good Health Program for this year shall be 
our part of the war effort.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Sidney: 


I herewith submit a report of the condition and progress 
of the schools for the fiscal year ending Feb. 10, 1944. 


ORGANIZATION. The schools have been conducted ; 
during the past year according to the same general plan of 


organization as the previous year with three lower grade ~“"~ ‘’” 


and three upper grade schools in operation. This plan of 
grading has proved very satisfactory. The same teaching 
staff has been retained as was employed in 1942-43, This 
has been a fortunate condition for there is a serious short- 
age of teachers, especially in the rural schools, and there are 
some in this section of the state that have been unable to 
open for lack of teachers. It is hoped that we may be able 
to retain the services of a large percentage of the present 
group of efficient teachers for another year. 


BUILDINGS. Minor repairs have been made on the 
various school buildings as needed but few major improve- 
ments have been attempted on account of the labor situ- 
ation. Lights have been installed at the Cowan School 
which makes a total of four buildings now wired for elec- 
tricity. — 


FINANCE. The budget for the coming year represents 
what appears to be the financial needs for the year. An 
increase of $500 is recommended for the School Fund Ac- 
count and is needed on account of increased costs in nearly 
every item of expenditure. The appropriations recom- 
mended for the other accounts are practically the same. 
Sidney will share in the distribution of the Equalization 
Fund this year and the appropriation recommended should 
ensure further participation. 


In closing this report I wish to express my appreciation 
to the Selectmen, School Committee and all others who have 
contributed in any way to the progress of the schools.

_ To W. W. Cowan, Constable of the Town of Sidney, in the 
County of Kennebec, Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Sidney qualified by law to vote in Town affairs to assemble 
at the Town Hall in said town, on Monday the 6th day of 
March, A. D., 1944 at 9 o’clock in the forenoon to act on the 
following articles, to wit: 


_ Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 

Art. 2. To choose by ballots the following Town Officers 
for the ensuing year in accordance with Sections 38 to 52 
of Chapter 5 of the Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930, and all 
acts amendatory thereof and additional thereto to wit: 


Town Clerk, Three Selectmen, who shall serve as Asses- 
sors and Overseers of the Poor, Treasurer, Road Commis- 
- sioner, and one member of the School Committee to serve 
for three years. The Polls or Ballot Box for receiving bal- 
lots for the above mentioned officers shall be opened at 
9:30 A. M. and shall be closed at 2:30 P. M. 


Art. 8. To choose a Collector of Taxes. 


Art. 4. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for making and repairing highways 
and bridges and for snow removal and determine in what 
manner it shall be expended. 


Art. 5. To see what sum the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for State Aid road construction in addition to 
the amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, high- 
ways and bridges under the provisions of Section 19, Chap- 
ter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930 or under the provisions of 
Chapter 218, Public Laws of 1941. 


Art. 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money and what sum for Patrol Maintenance of 
State and State Aid Highways under the provisions of 
Sections 9 and 18 of Chapter 28 of Revised Statutes of 
1930. 


Art. 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $352.00 for the maintenance of the im- 
proved Sections of Third Class Roads, or to be used in con- 
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junction with the apportionment for the construction of 
Third Class Roads according to provisions of Section 5 of 
Chapter 175, Public Laws of 1933. 


Art. 8. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for support of Common Schools, High 
School Tuition, Text Books and Supplies. 


Art. 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money necessary to pay the salary of 
the Superintendent of Schools. 


Art. 10. To see how much money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repair of Schoolhouses. 


Art. 11. To see how much money the Town will vote to — 
raise and appropriate for the Support of Poor. 


Art. 12. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Aid to Dependent Children. 


Art. 13. To see how much money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to defray Town Charges. 


Art. 14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen on behalf of the Town to sell and dispose of any 
real estate acquired by the Town for non-payment of taxes 
thereon, on such terms as they deem advisable and execute 
quit claim deeds for such property. 


Art. 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to procure a temporary loan or loans in anticipa- 
tion of taxes for the purpose of paying indebtedness of the 
Town, such loans to be paid during the current municipal 
year by taxes. 


Art. 16. To see if the Town will vote to set dates when 
taxes for 1944 shall be due and payable. | 


Art. 17. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount 
on taxes for 1944, fix the dates and amounts of discount. 


Art. 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,000.00 to retire Bond No. 6 of the 
Town debt, or pay same from cash on hand. 


Art. 19. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $50.00 for Public Health Nursing in Sidney, said 
sum to be expended by the State Bureau. of Health, for 
local service. 


Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for Memorial Day. , 
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Art. 21. To see if the Town will vote to hold a Town Fair 
in 1944, 


Art. 22. To choose Officers for Town Fair. 


Art. 23. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
“raise and appropriate for a Town Fair. 


Art. 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $200.00 to cooperate with the Maine 
Forest Service and the Federal Government in the control 
of the White Pine Blister Rust in accordance with the Re- 
vised Statutes, Chapter 11, Sections 62, 63, 64. 


Art. 25. To see whether or not the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of Fifty Dollars ($50.00) to 
be paid to the State of Maine Publicity Bureau to be ex- 
pended and used for advertising the natural resources, ad- 
vantages and attractions of the State of Maine in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 5, Section 82, of the 
Revised Statutes of Maine. 


Art. 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money and how much for the care of the

improvements of each of the following roads.

Town Farm road. 

Quaker road—south of church. 

Hallett road—east of church. 

Quaker road—north of Bartlett road. 
Springer road. 

Shepherd road—east from Res. of Walter Haskell. 
Eight Rod road—north of Town Farm road. 
Lyon road. 


Art. 29. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract for the highway snow removal to be- 
gin next winter if satisfactory arrangements can be made. 
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Art. 30. To see if the Town will vote to choose a commit- 
tee to investigate the possibilities of employing a Town 
Manager.
